In response to the OfBcc Action dated JtUy 5, 2005. please amend the above-identified 
application as follows: 
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Stated that "Whichever mode of introduction of the vaccine to the mammaUan subject is selected, 
it will be understood by those skiUed in the ait of vaccination tfiai the selected mode must 
achieve vaccination at the lowest dose possible in a dose-dependent manner and by doing so 
elicit serum and/or secretory antibodies against the inununogen of the vaccine with minimal 
induction of systemic tolerance.'* 

Applicant's invention is distinct from Lam in that it requires NO antibody response. 
Lam et al do not teadt the concept diat administering a oral vaccine material expressed in 
a plant can provide general, non-specific protection against padiogens including protection against 
anti^ns other ttan those used to elicit the response. As this is an essential feanire of the claimed 
invendon, Applicants snbmit that Lam et al fails to anticipate hidependeot claim 3 and dieiefore 
dq)cndent claims 30-33. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request xeconsidemtton and 
withdmwal of the rqjection.
